Ecuador in turmoil amid 'coup 
attempt*

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - The Netherlands 
will ban the burqa and halve 
immigration under measures 
agreed in a pact to form a mi¬ 
nority coalition government, 
anti-Islam MP Geert Wilders 
announced yesterday. 

"A new wind will blow in 
The Netherlands,” declared 
Wilders whose party is part of 
the deal, standing alongside 
the leaders of the pro-business 
VVD party and the Christian 
Democratic Appeal (CDA) 
that will form the minority 
government. 

"There will... be a burqa 
ban,” said the controversial 
politician, who is to go on trial 
in Amsterdam next Monday 
for inciting hatred against 
Muslims, adding that there 
would also be 50 percent re¬ 
duction in immigration. 

"We want the Islamisation to 
be stopped,” he said, speaking 
in The Hague as measures in 
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the agreement were announced. 

Wilders — who campaigns 
for a ban on Muslim immigra¬ 
tion and wants to end the 
building of new mosques and 
tax Muslim head scarves — had 
a say in the plan’s immigration 
policies in return for suppor¬ 
ting its austerity measures. 

The "Freedom and respon¬ 
sibility” plan seeks to cut go¬ 
vernment spending by 18 
billion euros (24 billion dol¬ 
lars) by 2015. 

It proposes cutting The 
Netherlands’ contribution to 
the European Union by one 
billion euros and shaving a bil¬ 
lion euros off development co¬ 
operation and 1.2 billion off 
health care costs. 

It also wants to reduce the 
number of MPs from 150 to 
100 and the number of sena¬ 
tors from 75 to 50. 

The longest chapter of the 
accord — seven of its 46 pages 
— is however devoted to immi¬ 
gration. 

It proposes stricter condi¬ 
tions for granting asylum and 
making it harder for the part¬ 
ners and children of immigrant 
workers to move to The 
Netherlands. It also wants in¬ 
tegration examinations to be¬ 
come harder. 

CDA party members, 
deeply divided over coopera¬ 
tion with Wilders, have yet to 
approve the new accord which 
will be debated at a party con¬ 
gress tomorrow. 

If they do, the CDA’s 21 
MPs must put their final stamp 
on the deal before Queen Beat¬ 
rix can give presumed prime 
minister-in-waiting Mark 
Rutte, the VVD leader, the go- 
ahead to form his cabinet. 

The exact number of wo¬ 
men wearing the head-to-toe 
covering burqa in The Nether¬ 
lands is not known but are be¬ 
lieved to amount to a few 
dozen. Muslims make up an 
estimated about 900,000 of the 
16.5 million Dutch popula¬ 
tions. 


QUITO, Ecuador (AFP) - 
Ecuador was plunged into cri¬ 
sis yesterday as troops seized 
the main airport and police 
stormed the Congress, forcing 
the government to declare a 
state of emergency and de¬ 
nounce an attempted coup. 

About 150 renegade troops 
seized a runway at Ecuador’s 
international airport in the ca¬ 
pital of the South American na¬ 
tion, as dozens of police 
protested against a new law 
which would strip them of 
some pay bonuses. 

President Rafael Correa, 
47, a leftist ally of his 
Venezuelan counterpart Hugo 
Chavez, swiftly denounced 
what he called a coup bid, and 
sought refuge in a hospital 
after failing to calm tensions in 
an occupied barracks. 

"It is a coup attempt led by 
the opposition and certain sec¬ 
tions of the armed forces and 
the police,” Correa, who has 
governed the country since 
2007, told local television. 

"If anything happens to me, 
they will be responsible,” he 
added, blaming sections of the 
opposition and troops loyal to 
former president Lucio Gutier¬ 
rez for the unrest. 

As tear gas was used on the 
streets of the capital to try to 
beat back crowds of police 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - A 
senior Catholic cardinal an¬ 
nounced yesterday the creation 
of a watchdog on discrimina¬ 
tion against Christians in Eu¬ 
rope, the Vatican’s newspaper 
reported. 

There was "nothing easy” 
about the lives of many Chris¬ 
tians in Europe, the Osserva- 
tore Romano (Roman Obser¬ 
ver) quoted Hungarian Cardi¬ 
nal Peter Erdo as saying at a 
meeting of the Council of the 
Bishops’ Conferences of Eu¬ 
rope.

Dozens of police units took 
over government buildings in 
the country’s other two main 
cities, Guayaquil and Cuenca, 
and Foreign Minister Ricardo 
Pitino blamed the insurrection 
on "sectors aiming to over¬ 
throw the government.”

"We are seriously worried 
about the way in which human 
life is threatened, in particular 
in its most vulnerable mo¬ 
ments, whether before birth or 
near the end of its term,” Erdo 
told the meeting in Zagreb.

guage, the written word “cri¬ 
sis” is actually comprised of 
two words- “danger” and “op¬ 
portunity,” which he feels is 
noteworthy, as this perfectly 
describes the present environ¬ 
mental situation and its possi¬ 
ble solution.

Throughout the more than 
28 years that Nissan has pro¬ 
duced vehicles and compo¬ 
nents in Aguascalientes, the 
company has manufactured 
more than a dozen models, 
among which Tsubame, Tsuru, 
Platina, Sentra, Tiida Tiida 
sedan and hatchback. 

The vehicle plant produced 
the first million vehicles in the 
October 10, 2002 (10 years 
after the plant start operations), 
the two millionth vehicle in 
March 23, 2007 (five years) 
and now, after three and a half 
years, its three millionth vehi¬ 
cles, a remarkable acceleration 
in production. 

Tiida has been a successful 


production, proudly manufac¬ 
tured in Aguascalientes, which 
is a revelation in the industry. 
It stays ahead of the Nissan 
brand in terms of growth con¬ 
cerns. 

In 2010 (until last August), 
Tiida’s production had an in¬ 
crease of 80.9% compared to 
the same period in 2009, sell¬ 
ing 21.187 units locally. In 
terms of exports, it is estimated 
that 69% of the total produc¬ 
tion will be sold on the inter¬ 
national market, withTiida as 
key product, while the rest will 
be for the local market.

Japan develops hybrid car motor 
free of rare earths

BP to pay record 15-million- 
dollar US air-pollution fine 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Japanese researchers said on 
Thursday they had developed 
a hybrid vehicle motor that is 
free of rare earths, the miner¬ 
als that are now almost exclu¬ 
sively produced by China. 

The news from a state- 
backed research group and a 
university comes days after 
industry sources said China 
had temporarily halted cru¬ 
cial rare earth exports to 
Japan amid a bitter territorial 
dispute. 

Magnets made from rare 
earths have so far been con¬ 
sidered indispensable for mo¬ 
tors in gasoline-electric 
hybrid and electric vehicles 
produced by Japanese auto 


makers such as Toyota, Mit¬ 
subishi and Honda. 

Japan's New Energy and 
Industrial Technology Devel¬ 
opment Organisation 

(NEDO) and Hokkaido Uni¬ 
versity said they had now de¬ 
veloped a motor using 
magnets which are com¬ 
monly used in electronics 
parts. 

"As the technology uses 
only inexpensive ferrite mag¬ 
nets, it is expected to boost 
Japan's competitiveness in 
the development of next-gen¬ 
eration automobiles con¬ 
tested more and more fiercely 
in recent years," they said in 
a statement. 

Kenji Kobayashi, of 


NEDO, said "ferrite magnets 
are very cheap as they are 
mostly iron." 

Ferrite magnets are 
weaker than magnets made 
from rare earths such as 
neodymium and dysprosium, 
which are both imported 
from China, but sell at only 
one 20th of their price, he 
told AFP by telephone. 

"Magnets are placed dif¬ 
ferently in the new motor so 
that their attraction power 
does not escape," Kobayashi 
said, adding however that it 
would take years to put the 
technology to practical use. 

More than 90 percent of 
rare earths worldwide are 
produced in China. 

China's rare earths ship¬ 
ments to Japan were dis¬ 
rupted last week amid a bitter 
diplomatic spat between the 
two countries, although 
China has moved towards re¬ 
suming exports, according to 
industry sources. 

Beijing repeatedly denied 
claims it blocked the ship¬ 
ments of rare earths, which 
are used in a range of prod¬ 
ucts from consumer electron¬ 
ics to batteries for hybrid cars 
and components in wind and 
solar power. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
British energy giant BP has 
pledged to pay a record 15- 
million-dollar fine to the US 
government for releasing pol¬ 
lutants into the air at its Texas 
refinery, officials said Thurs¬ 
day. 


The Justice Department 
and the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) said in 
a joint statement that BP 
Products North America, a 
US subsidiary of the group, 
"has agreed to pay a 15-mil- 
lion-dollar penalty to resolve 
federal Clean Air Act viola¬ 
tions at its Texas City, Texas, 
petroleum refinery." 

The penalty is the largest 
to date assessed for civil vio¬ 
lations of the act's chemical 
accident prevention regula¬ 
tions, they said. 

The settlement, which re¬ 
quires court approval, ad¬ 
dresses violations during 
three incidents at the refin¬ 
ery: two fires, in March 2004 
and July 2005, and a leak in 
August 2005. 

During each incident, peo¬ 
ple in the surrounding Texas 
City Community were ordered 
to shelter-in-place as thou¬ 
sands of pounds of flammable 
and toxic air pollutants were 
released, the statement said. 

The settlement agreement 
came as BP works to rebuild 
its damaged reputation in the 
United States after a series of 
accidents, including the 
Deepwater Horizon disaster 
in April in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico, the country's worst envi¬ 
ronmental disaster. 

The company's new chief 
executive, Bob Dudley, on 
Wednesday said he would 
launch a major shake-up of 
the company in the wake of 
the Gulf disaster, creating a 
powerful safety division and 
overhauling the group's struc¬ 
ture.

BCAM is an annual inter¬ 
national health campaign or¬ 
ganized by major breast 
cancer charities every Octo¬ 
ber to increase awareness of 
the disease and to raise funds 
for research into its cause, 
prevention and cure. The 
campaign also offers infor¬ 
mation and support to those 
affected by breast cancer. 

As well as providing a 
platform for breast cancer 
charities to raise awareness 
of their work and of the dis¬ 
ease, BCAM is also a prime 
opportunity to remind 
women to be breast aware for 
earlier detection. 

Cure as "Treatment" vs. 
"Prevention" 

The Cancer Prevention 
Coalition has criticized the 
basic message of BCAM as a 
form of victim blaming be¬ 
cause it focuses on ’’early de¬ 
tection and treatment” while 
ignoring environmental fac¬ 
tors. 

According Aaron Blair, 
Ph.D., chief of the Occupa¬ 
tional Epidemiology Branch 
in National Cancer Institute’s 
Division of Cancer Epidemi¬ 
ology and Genetics, For 
breast cancer, hormone use is 
one of the major factors af¬ 
fecting risk. According to 
Rose Marie Williams, a 


columnist for the Townsend 
Letter, drug, chemical, and 
biotechnology companies 
have a vested interest in treat¬ 
ing the disease rather than 
finding ways to minimize its 
rate of incidence. Recent 
studies show that breast can¬ 
cer is linked to several envi¬ 
ronmental and genetic factors 
which can be controlled or 
mitigated. 

Pink days 

During Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month each Octo¬ 
ber, people raise money by 
organizing activities such as 
theme parties or a ’’pink day” 
(when employees wear pink 
clothing or accessories) at 
work. The money raised is 
donated to the organizers’ 
choice of breast cancer care 
or research programs. 

Ribbons have been used to 
express solidarity on the part 
of the wearer with the identi¬ 
fied cause since the early to 
late 20th Century. Pink Rib¬ 
bons (and the color pink) are 
used to express support for 
those who are diagnosed with 
Breast Cancer. 

In the fall of 1991, the 
Susan G. Komen Foundation 
handed out pink ribbons to 
participants in its New York 
City race for breast cancer 
survivors. The next year, 
Alexandra Penney, who was 
the editor-in-chief of Self,a 


woman health magazine, was 
working on the second an¬ 
nual National Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month issue. Eve¬ 
lyn Lauder, who was the sen¬ 
ior corporate vice president at 
Estee Lauder, was invited to 
be the guest editor of the 
BCAM issue edition in 1992. 
Penney and Lauder came up 
with the idea to create a rib¬ 
bon and to enlist the cosmet¬ 
ics giant to distribute it in 
stores in New York City. 

Charlotte Hayley, who 
battled breast cancer, pro¬ 
duced peach color ribbons. 
She sold them with a card 
saying, ’’The National Cancer 
Institute annual budget is 1.8 
billion US Dollars, and only 
5 percent goes for cancer pre¬ 
vention. Help us wake up our 
legislators and America by 
wearing this ribbon”. Her 
message spread fast. This 
made Penny and Evelyn 
Lauder interested in Hayley’s 
concept. They offered to 
adapt Hayley’s idea by work¬ 
ing with her. But Hayley re¬ 
jected the offer, saying that 
they were too commercial. 

After discussing opportu¬ 
nities with Lauder, Hayley 
and their lawyers, they came 
up with a ’’new” color. The 
new color of the ribbon was 
pink and became an interna¬ 
tional symbol for breast can¬ 
cer awareness.

Giant worms and rum: 
records reveal 19th 
century life at sea 


LONDON (AFP) - From a 
young girl who vomited a 
giant worm to lightning 
strikes and walrus attacks, the 
treacherous nature of life at 
sea in the 19th century was 
laid bare Thursday in newly 
released British archives. 

More than 1,000 Royal 
Navy medical officer jour¬ 
nals were made public for the 
first time by the National 
Archives, revealing a world 
where drunken debauchery 
was a common theme of ship 
life, but rum was also used as 
a medical cure-all. 

One of the most startling 
accounts reveals the case of 
12-year-old Ellen McCarthy, 
a passenger on an 1825 jour¬ 
ney from Ireland to Canada 
who complained of pain in 
her belly, constipation, a 
quick pulse and a great thirst. 

She subsequently vomited 
up an 87-inch (2.2-metre) 
worm, and later had another 
’’motion”, producing two 
shorter worms. 

The collection of sur¬ 
geons’ logs, which date from 
1793 to 1880, reveal else¬ 
where how three men were 
killed when the ship ’Arab’, 
on its way to the West Indies 
in 1799-80, was hit by light¬ 
ning at sea. 

Another ship, this one 
bound on a voyage of discov¬ 
ery to the Arctic in 1824, was 
attacked by several walruses, 
which had to be beaten off 
with bayonets. 

The account of the ’Arab’ 
also describes a man stung by 
a scorpion or centipede and 
another bitten by a tarantula. 
In both cases the surgeon 
turned to rum, which he 
claimed was effective if ap¬ 
plied early. 

Rum was not only used 
for medicinal purposes, how¬ 
ever. Littered throughout the 
logs are accounts of heavy 
drinking, which one surgeon 
in the Royal Navy remarked 


’’kills more men than the 
sword”. 

Tobacco smoke was also 
used as an experimental treat¬ 
ment on a man who fell over¬ 
board from the ’Princess 
Royal’, which serviced the 
Channel in 1801-02, and ap¬ 
peared to be dead by the time 
he was pulled aboard. 

After smoke was pumped 
into his lungs for almost an 
hour, a pulse was detected 
and he recovered. The treat¬ 
ment was hailed a success, al¬ 
though in the next journal, he 
was hospitalised suffering 
from pneumonia. 

The dangers of sea life did 
not only affect those on 
board, however. 

The medical journal of 
surgeon Godfrey Goodman 
of the ’Dido’ in 1875 ex¬ 
pressed concern that his ship 
had spread a measles epi¬ 
demic to Fiji, which eventu¬ 
ally killed one third of the 
population.

S.African unions speak out 
against Wal-Mart deal 


JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AFP) - South Africa's 
largest labour federation 
spoke out yesterday against 
Wal-Mart's bid to enter South 
Africa, calling the US retail 
giant "one of the worst union¬ 
bashing employers in the 
world." 

The Congress of South 
African Trade Unions 
(Cosatu) said it is "deeply 
concerned" over news that 
Wal-Mart is in talks to buy 
South African wholesaler 
Massmart for 4.2 billion dol¬ 
lars (3.1 billion euros). 

Massmart, which manages 
several of South Africa's 
largest retail chains, operates 
288 stores in 14 countries 
around the continent. 

"Wal-Mart is one of the 
worst union-bashing employ¬ 
ers in the world," Cosatu said 
in a statement. 

"Wal-Mart is a known 
anti-union company which 
trains its managers to keep 
the workplaces union-free." 

Cosatu said labour unions 
are also fearful Wal-Mart 
would undermine local man¬ 
ufacturers. 

"The company has be¬ 
come so powerful that it can 
dictate to their suppliers the 
price they are prepared to pay 
for goods," it said. 

"If this deal goes through, 
it could be a severe set-back 
for our Proudly South 
African campaign to per¬ 
suade retailers to procure 
products manufactured lo-

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cally by firms which comply 
with minimum decent work 
standards." 

Wal-Mart has faced sharp 
criticism in the United States 
over allegations it has acted 
aggressively to keep unions 
out of its stores. 

In 2007, Human Rights 
Watch said the Bentonville, 
Arkansas-based company vi¬ 
olated the rights of its workers 
with a "relentless anti-union 
drumbeat (that) creates a cli¬ 
mate of fear at its US stores." 

But Massmart said local 
unions had no reason to fear 
the potential deal. 

"Massmart management is 
mindful that a corporate 
transaction of this nature 
should be aligned with the 
rights of all Massmart’s 
stakeholders, which clearly 
includes the rights that unions 
have negotiated in our organ¬ 
isation," it said in a statement. 
"We have no doubt that Wal- 
Mart will honour pre-existing 
union relationships and abide 
by South African labour law." 

Wal-Mart has sought to 
expand aggressively into 
emerging markets as its US 
sales have slowed. 


US charges 60 in global cyber¬ 
crime network 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
US prosecutors yesterday un¬ 
veiled charges against more 
than 60 people in an eastern 
European-based cybercrime 
network using computer viru¬ 
ses to target US bank accounts. 

Federal prosecutors in New 
York said the defendants were 
"involved in a global cyber¬ 
crime scheme that used the 
Zeus Trojan and other Internet 
viruses to steal millions of dol¬ 
lars from US bank accounts." 

The alleged crime ring had 
hackers in eastern Europe 
using a "malicious computer 
program to obtain access to the 
bank accounts of small and 
mid-sized businesses and mu¬ 
nicipal entities in the United 
States," according to the cri¬ 
minal complaint against three 
of the suspects. 

"In addition, individuals, 
known as ’money mules' or 


'mules,' were recruited to open 
bank accounts in the United 
States, often with fake pass¬ 
ports, but sometimes under 
their own names... to receive 
fraudulent wire transfers from 
the Victim Accounts," the 
complaint said. 

The scheme allegedly 
sought to defraud banks and 
businesses of at least three mil¬ 
lion dollars, according to pros¬ 
ecutors. 

The charges followed Tues¬ 
day's arrests of 19 people in 
Britain on computer crimes 
charges. 

In New York, prosecutors 
said the scheme began with 
hackers using Zeus viruses to 
infect the computers of dozens 
of victims. The virus activates 
when the user unwittingly 
clicks on a link or attachment in 
a seemingly legitimate email. 

"Once installed, the Zeus 


Trojan allows computer hack¬ 
ers to secretly monitor the vic¬ 
tim's computer activity, 
recording, among other things, 
the victim's bank account num¬ 
bers, passwords, and authenti¬ 
cation information," the 
complaint said. 

To retrieve the stolen 
money, the ring "typically re¬ 
cruited mules from eastern Eu¬ 
rope who were either planning 
to travel to, or were already 
present in, the United States" 
on visitor's visas. 

Mules then opened ac¬ 
counts, sometimes under fake 
names, received money stolen 
by the hackers and made quick 
withdrawals "before the fraud 
could be detected by the vic¬ 
tims or the banks." 

Mules typically kept up to 
10 percent of the transfer as a 
payment and transferred the 
rest to the crime ring. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Troubled US insurer Amer¬ 
ican International Group 
(AIG) said yesterday it 
reached a deal to repay a 
multi-billion-dollar taxpa¬ 
yer bailout received at the 
height of the global finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

AIG said it would pay 
back 20 billion dollars owed 
to the Federal Reserve and 
transfer 49 billion dollars 
worth of shares to the Treas¬ 
ury Department, as it slowly 
retreats from public owner¬ 
ship through a complex series 
of sales, payments and stock 
transfers. 

"This is a pivotal mile¬ 
stone as we deliver on our 
long-standing promise to 
repay taxpayers, and we 
thank the American people

DP World opens big Peru 
port facility 


for their support," said Robert 
Benmosche, AIG's CEO an¬ 
nouncing a deal with the US 
Treasury Department. 

AIG received more than 
180 billion dollars from US 
taxpayers, including a 70 bil¬ 
lion dollar creditline under 
the Troubled Asset Relief 
Program, to help cover dodgy 
investments which evapo¬ 
rated as the US real estate 
market collapsed. 

Brazil’s real soars to highest 
level in two years 


The firm, once the 
world's largest insurer, was 
bailed out two years ago 
and instantly became a 
poster child for "too-big- 
to-fail" companies that had 
over leveraged and forced 
the global economy into a 
ditch. 

In a separate statement the 
Treasury Department wel¬ 
comed the deal. 

"The exit strategy an¬ 
nounced today dramatically 
accelerates the timeline for 
AIG's repayment and puts 
taxpayers in a considerably 
stronger position to recoup 
our investment in the com¬ 
pany," said Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Tim Geithner. 


LIMA, Peru (AFP) - DP 
World, majority-owned by 
Dubai World conglomerate, 
inaugurated a new 500-mil- 
lion-dollar port in Peru yester¬ 
day that is one of the biggest 
on South America's Pacific 
coast. 

The port known as Muelle 
Sur in the port district of 
Callao outside Lima was 
opened with a ceremony in¬ 
cluding President Alan Garcia 
and DP World chairman Sultan 
Ahmed bin Sulayem and other 
officials. 

"Today Callao is emerging 
as a powerful force as a port, 
which it has been for histori¬ 
cal, geological and geographic 


reasons, for South America," 
Garcia said. 

One of the largest port proj¬ 
ects in recent history, the new 
facility will be able to handle 
1.2 million containers annu¬ 
ally. It will have 24 cranes that 
handle 25 ship containers per 
hour.

DP World is a subsidiary of 
the debt-ridden government- 
owned Dubai World and oper¬ 
ates at least 50 terminals in 31 
countries.

Late one afternoon, the carved 
wooden door of The Mill 
Restaurant ( De Olde Molen) 
flew open and a large deter¬ 
mined woman strode in de¬ 
manding the see the owner. 
Bill Waldron, the Southern¬ 
charming ex-pat, was seated at 
the bar just to the right of the 
entrance with a friend who had 
just delivered his daily news¬ 
paper from the U.S. Back then, 
the New York Times was 
flown in daily, originally for 
workers at the refinery; later 
the Miami Herald and USA 
Today were added, but sadly 
no longer. 

With his always gracious 
smile, he said he was the 
owner and asked how could he 
help her. "I have reservations 
for dinner and I want to know 
how fresh is the fish," she de¬ 
clared. Bill nodded to his 
friend which translated to 
"take the lady out and show 
her." Nodding in acceptance, 
the friend motioned to the 
woman to follow. They pro¬ 
ceeded back out the door, took 
a left past the open windows of 
the kitchen from which came 
the mouth-watering flavors of 
the evening meals in prepara¬ 
tion. 

A few more feet away, in 
front of the kitchen door, were 
three men: two fishermen and 
a cook. In front of one of the 
fisherman was an ancient mas¬ 
sive wooden 4-legged chop¬ 
ping stand. Next to him on the 
ground was a huge metal 
bucket filled with sea water 
and fish jumping up in the air 
and back into the water. He 
grabbed a fish in midair, 
slapped it down on the stand 
and with a massive knife, be¬ 
headed, de-tailed and gutted it. 
The second fisherman scooped 
up the innards, head and tail 
and flipped them into another 


bucket, handed the fish to the 
cook who put in a tray. The en¬ 
tire procedure had the beauty 
of a ballet, the precision of a 
military operation and took 
perhaps 30 seconds. 

The woman stared, turned 
on her heel and muttered that 
she only wanted to know how 
long the fish had been frozen. 

She did not return for din¬ 
ner. 

One day, not long after the 
Holiday Inn opened, tourists 
and locals were caught by the 
sight of a flotilla of small 
wooden fishing boats making 
their way to shore. They were 
tied together and their small 
engines were puttering away 
while seemingly hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of fish 
were jumping above the boats 
and then back in. The water 
was very shallow there and 
within minutes the beach boys, 
the water sports guys, locals 
walking on the beach waded 
into the water and helped tow 
the boats closer to shore. 

It was Thursday before 
Good Friday. Nothing moves 
faster in Aruba than gossip ex¬ 
cept for a wow! event. In a 


very short time (and cel phones 
had yet to be invented) Aru¬ 
bans began running to the 
beach carrying paper bags, 
plastic bags, t-shirts; anything 
to carry home the fish. All of 
the fish were given away that 
day. There were heartfelt 
thanks offered and smiles as 
wide as the horizon. 

The old Bali Restaurant 
(and later the new Bali) was a 
floating Indonesian restaurant 
located back then where the 
pier for the Renaissance resorts 
et al in the harbor is now. It 
was owned by Karel Schmand, 
a Dutch-Indonesian who ef¬ 
fortlessly trained some of the 
best cooks, waiters and wine 
stewards in the restaurant busi¬ 
ness. 

The fisherman came in 
daily with their catch which 
was snapped up as quickly as 
it arrived. Guests who ate in¬ 
side, and not on the shaded ter¬ 
race, would ask if the "boat" 
was moving. The proper an¬ 
swer was, "No, the pier is." 
How fresh is the fish? "Right 
there, making its way to the 
kitchen."

Hollywood leading man 
Tony Curtis dies 



LOS ANGELES,Califormia 
(AFP) - Hollywood idol Tony 
Curtis, who won over adoring 
fans with his suave good looks 
and boasted of sleeping with 
1,000 women, including 
"Some Like It Hot" co-star 
Marilyn Monroe, has died, US 
media said yesterday. 

A representative for Curtis’s 
daughter, actress Jamie Lee 
Curtis, confirmed his death to 
Entertainment Tonight, the te¬ 
levision program said on its 
website. ABC News also re¬ 
ported the death. He was 85. 

Curtis’s life could have 
come straight from one of his 
film scripts: rising from an im¬ 
poverished background in the 
Bronx to become Hollywood's 
handsome leading man in the 
1950 and 1960s. 

A string of hits alongside 
Burt Lancaster in the late 
1950s, including roles in "Tra¬ 
peze," "Spartacus" and "Sweet 
Smell of Success," trans¬ 
formed the son of poor Hun¬ 
garian immigrants into one of 
Tinsel town's most sought after 
actors. 

He won his only Oscar 
nomination for the 1958 film 
"The Defiant Ones" in which 
he and Sidney Poitier play 
prison inmates who break out 
and spend most of the story 



chained together by handcuffs. 

He is perhaps best known 
for his role as Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe's cross-dressing paramour 
in the 1959 Billy Wilder hilar¬ 
ious classic comedy "Some 
Like It Hot." 

Known for his thick crop of 
black hair and plucked eye¬ 
brows, he became such a 
mega-star that his raffish quiff 
was adopted by Elvis Presley - 
- suddenly everyone wanted 
what barbers knew as a "Tony 
Curtis."After a three-year af¬ 
fair with a young Marilyn 
Monroe, Curtis married six 
times and was later candid 
about how his misdeeds had 
destroyed five marriages and 
ruined his relationships with 
his children. 

Curtis's first wife was Janet 
Leigh. Estranged for many 
years from the couple's actress 
daughter, Jamie Lee Curtis, he 
is survived by his sixth wife 
Jill, who he married in 1998 
when he was 73 and she was a 
30-year-old voluptuous blonde. 

A veteran of more than 120 
films, Curtis was also an ac¬ 
complished flautist and a 
painter whose work resides in 
the permanent collection of the 
Museum of Modern Art in 
New York.

BEIJING (AFP) - World 
number two Novak Djokovic 
and American superstar 
Venus Williams are headed to 
Beijing for the China Open, 
an event that will bring many 
of the world's top tennis play¬ 
ers to town from Saturday. 

Both the ATP and WTA 
tours have made the hard- 
court tournament, which runs 
through October 10, a key 
part of their long-term strate¬ 
gies for growing the game in 
the vast nation. 

While the sport's dominant 
duo Rafael Nadal and Roger 
Federer are scheduled to play 
in Shanghai in mid-October, 
they have opted out of the 
Beijing event, clearing the 
way for Djokovic to defend 
the title he won last year. 

The 23-year-old Serb, who 
this month helped his country 
secure a spot in the Davis Cup 
final against France, will face 
a tough challenge from 
Britain's Andy Murray, who 
has been out of action since a 
third-round loss at the US 
Open. 

Seven of the world’s top 10 
men will compete in the Chi¬ 
nese capital including French 
Open runner-up Robin Soder- 
ling of Sweden, Wimbledon 
finalist Tomas Berdych of the 
Czech Republic and Russian 
veteran Nikolay Davydenko. 


Djokovic is taking nothing 
for granted. On his website, he 
said he would "face a big 
challenge during the next few 
weeks" with three titles to de¬ 
fend — Beijing, Basel and 
Paris — before the season-end¬ 
ing championships in Fondon. 

On the women's side, the 
draw lost some serious star 
power with the withdrawals 
of world number one Serena 
Williams and US Open cham¬ 
pion Kim Clijsters, both re¬ 
covering from foot injuries. 

"I am very sorry to have to 
cancel for Beijing," the 27- 
year-old Clijsters said on her 
website, adding there was 
was "no doubt" that she 
would be ready for the sea¬ 
son-ending WTA champi¬ 
onships in Doha. 

Denmark's Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki, currently number two 
in the WTA rankings, will be 
the top-ranked woman in Bei¬ 
jing, while Williams' sister 
Venus, a seven-time Grand 
Slam winner and world num¬ 
ber three, will be her main 
challenger. 

Also in hot pursuit of the 
title will be on-form Russian 
Vera Zvonareva, who has 
climbed to a career-high num¬ 
ber four in the rankings after 
finishing runner-up to Cli¬ 
jsters at Flushing Meadows. 

Fast year's winner, Russia's 


Svetlana Kuznetsova, will be 
looking to bounce back after 
crashing out of the Pan Pacific 
Open in Japan this week in 
straight sets to unheralded 
German Andrea Petkovic. 

Her compatriot Maria 
Sharapova also will be look¬ 
ing for redemption after being 
unceremoniously dumped 
from the Tokyo event in the 
first round by Japanese vet¬ 
eran Kimiko Date Krumm, 
who turned 40 on Tuesday. 

Serbian number six Jelena 
Jankovic — who has had good 
luck in Beijing, reaching the 
final in 2007 and winning the 
title in 2008 — will be eager to 
perform well after falling to Es¬ 
tonia's Kaia Kanepi in Tokyo.

Final countdown for Ryder 
Cup as pairings named 



NEWPORT (AFP) - The 
final countdown to the 38th 
Ryder Cup got under way 
here Thursday as the United 
States and Europe unveiled 
their opening pairings for the 
most fiercely contested tro¬ 
phy in golf. 

Europe captain Colin 
Montgomerie and United 
States counterpart Corey 
Pavin ended a week of fever¬ 
ish speculation as their picks 
for Friday's opening fourballs 
were announced at Celtic 
Manor. 

Montgomerie named a 
powerful-looking European 
challenge which will be 
spearheaded in the opening 
match by English veteran Lee 
Westwood and Germany's 
reigning US Open champion 
Martin Kaymer. 

Westwood and Kaymer 
will face world number two 
Phil Mickelson and Dustin 
Johnson with Montgomerie 
desperate to see Europe take 
first blood. 

The main talking point 
from the United States selec¬ 
tion was Pavin's decision to 
place world number one 
Tiger Woods third in the 
order of play, partnering 
Steve Strieker. In previous 
years Woods has led the 
American charge. 

However after a year 
which has seen his form 
plummet as he has struggled 
to cope with the after-shocks 
of the sex scandal which de¬ 
stroyed his marriage, Woods 
is happy to take a backseat 
according to Pavin. 

Woods and Strieker will 
face England's Ian Poulter 
and Ross Fisher. Mont¬ 
gomerie admitted the deci¬ 
sion to play Woods third had 
wrong-footed him. 

In another surprise, Pavin 
benched in-form Jim Furyk 
and Hunter Mahan, who was 
unbeaten in five matches at 
the 2008 Ryder Cup. 

"You have to sit somebody 


out," Pavin said. "Those are 
decisions that a captain has to 
make." 

A relaxed-looking Mont¬ 
gomerie had earlier scored 
some psychological points 
against Pavin after coasting 
through the opening cere¬ 
mony, avoiding the kind of 
gaffes committed by prede¬ 
cessor Sir Nick Faldo in 
2008. 

Pavin by contrast fluffed 
his lines when formally intro¬ 
ducing his own 12-man team 
to a large crowd — forgetting 
to mention wildcard Stewart 
Cink. "I apologise, Mr Cink," 
Pavin said to loud laughter. 

Pavin later admitted he 
was relieved that the two- 
year build-up to the event 
was finally over as Friday 
loomed closer. 

”I've been waiting for this 
since December 2008 when I 
got a call to be captain," he 
said. "This is a culmination of 
a lot of energy expended by 
myself to get to here." 

Montgomerie, a veteran of 
eight Ryder Cups as a player 
who was never beaten in 
eight singles matches, mean¬ 
while underscored just how 
much captaining Europe 
meant to him. 

"It is the biggest honour 
and greatest time of my ca¬ 
reer," the Scot said. 

Elsewhere Friday, North¬ 
ern Ireland's Rory Mcllroy 
and Graeme McDowell will 
face Cink and Matt Kuchar in 
match two while US rookies 
Bubba Watson and Jeff Over- 
ton will play Luke Donald 
and Padraig Harrington in the 
fourth game. 

The United States are hop¬ 
ing to retain the Ryder Cup 
after their crushing five-point 
triumph two years ago. No 
American team has won the 
Ryder Cup on foreign soil 
since 1993 when Pavin was a 
member of that team. 


MIAM (AFP) - Australian 
Will Power has lived up to 
his name, recovering from a 
broken back in a 2009 crash 
to reach the brink of an Indy- 
Car 2010 season title heading 
into Saturday night's season¬ 
ending Indy 300 race. 

"It's amazing the position 
I'm in right now," Power said. 

The 29-year-old from 
Toowoomba has 587 points, 
12 more than defending 
champion Dario Franchitti of 
Scotland, the only man who 
can spoil Power's title dream. 
The Scotsman will try to cap¬ 
ture his third IndyCar crown 
in four years. 

"Dario is experienced and 
never makes mistakes," 
Power said. "You can't hang 
back. You have to be on it. I 
expect it to be intense." 

Power was 25th at the 1.5- 
mile Miami oval in 2008 in 
his first oval race and due to 
crash injuries could only 
watch last year as Franchitti 
won at Miami to edge New 
Zealand's Scott Dixon and 
Aussie Ryan Briscoe for the 
season crown. 

"This is what I’ve been 
working for the last 10 years 
of my career," Power said. 


"To win a championship in a 
major series has been the 
goal. 

"I remember saying at the 
beginning of the year I 
wanted to be a contender at 
the end. I did that, but I didn’t 
think it would come down to 
two people." 

Power has never won an 
oval race but comes off the 
first oval podium of his ca¬ 
reer, a third-place effort two 
weeks ago at Japan. 

"I’ve been knocking on 
the door of winning an oval. 
We're there. I feel like I’m 
ready to win a race," Power 
said. 

"I'm just going to go out 
there and drive to win a 
championship." 

Winning the race brings 
50 points to 40 for the run¬ 
ner-up and 35 for third. Com¬ 
bined with bonus points for 
winning the pole and leading 
the most laps, the gap be¬ 
tween first and second can be 
13 points, enough to cost 
Power a title. 

"The easy way would be 
to qualify on pole, lead the 
most laps and win the thing 
and then whatever Will does 
is disregarded because we 


have it won," said Franchitti. 
"Otherwise you just go out 
and do your absolute best. 
That’s all you can do." 

Power has won five races 
this season, including street 
races at Brazil and St. Peters¬ 
burg to open the season and 
in July at Toronto plus road 
courses at Watkins Glen in 
July and Sonoma in August. 

"Will has been a very 
tough opponent, especially 
coming back from a back in¬ 
jury," Franchitti said. "His 
season has been very impres¬ 
sive." 

Franchitti has won three 
times, the biggest in May at 
the Indianapolis 500 with the 
others coming in August at 
the Chicago oval and Mid- 
Ohio road course. 

If the rivals finish even in 
points after the 27-car field 
races 200 laps under the 
lights, Power would win the 
title thanks to more race vic¬ 
tories. 

Power and Franchitti will 
each have some help from 
teammates. 

Brazil’s Helio Castron- 
eves, who has won the past 
two IndyCar races at Ken¬ 
tucky and Japan, and Briscoe 
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Sunsational SAI

Free agency changes 
settle owner collusion 
claims 


Really wrong number for Chad 
Ochocinco 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A deal 
between Major League Base¬ 
ball and its players union an¬ 
nounced Thursday tweaks the 
free agency process and set¬ 
tles market collusion claims 
against league owners from 
2008 and 2009. 

Under the terms, the pe¬ 
riod for clubs to negotiate 
with free agency eligible tal¬ 
ent is trimmed to five days 
from the current 15. Players 
no longer must file paper¬ 
work to become free agents, 
becoming so automatically. 

The deadline for clubs to 
offer salary arbitration to 


their former players who be¬ 
come free agents was moved 
to November 23 with players 
having one week to accept or 
reject. Contracts for reserve 
players must be tendered by 
December 2. 

The moves mean free 
agents can negotiate with 
other clubs earlier but another 
change toughens protocol for 
players and agents making 
public comments about free 
agency talks. 

Discussions will continue 
on the topics in connection 
with upcoming talks regard¬ 
ing a new labor deal.
